Van Buren Township barn fire kills five horses, 15 roosters

An early morning barn fire on Jan. 25 
killed five horses and 15 roosters at 48932 
Martz Road in Van Buren Township. 

The property is next to the railroad tracks 
near Lohr Road with the 5,100-square-foot 
barn located considerably back from the 
roadway. 

Fire Department Public Information 
Officer Dan Besson reported that fire 
fighters were dispatched at 6:08 a.m. after 
the 911 center received multiple calls 
reporting the blaze. 

Besson said the duty crew from Fire 
Station #1 responded with Engine 1 and the 
duty crew from Station #2 responded with 
Engine 2. The Engine #1 crew reported the 
barn was well-involved with fire when it 
arrived. 

Fire fighters had to force entry through 
a locked gate at the road to get back to the 
barn. VBT Police Officers were already on 
the scene, Besson said. 

The fire fighters used master streams 
(large amount of water running through a 
large nozzle attached to a fire engine) to 
quickly knock down a majority of the fire 
before entering the barn with hand-held 
attack lines. 

Despite their efforts, the barn and the 
animals inside could not be saved, Besson 
said. 

Mario Marquez of Detroit, owner of the 
property, said the fire claimed the lives of 
five horses and 15 roosters and he did not 
have insurance on the property. 

Two sheep, a dog, and several other 
roosters located on the property in adjacent 
buildings were uninjured during the fire 
and were turned back over to Marquez. 

The cause of the fire is undetermined. 
Loss was estimated at about $100,000. 

Besson said the fire was brought under 
control at 7:16 a.m. and fire personnel 
cleared the scene at 9:50 a.m. 

The Belleville Fire Department provided 
additional resources on the scene through a 
mutual aid request. 
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Besides Engines 1 and 2, VBT fire 
apparatus assigned to the call included 
Engine 3 and 4 and Utility 1. 


VBT Police investigate 
unsuccessful armed 
robbery at Cititrend

Van Buren Township Police are 
investigating an attempted armed robbery 
that was foiled when the cashier couldn’t 
open her cash drawer. 

VBT Police Captain Gregory Laurain 
said a black male wearing a white hooded 
sweatshirt, a brown vest over the top and 
red sweatpants, entered the store at 2041 
Rawsonville Road just before 1:57 p.m. 
Wednesday, Jan. 25. 

Cititrend is the business at that address in 
the Lakewood (Kmart) Shopping Center, 
the former location of Rite Aid. 

Captain Laurain said the man stated 
he had a gun and then brandished a semi 
automatic pistol to the cashier. The cashier 
attempted to log in to her cash drawer, but 
apparently entered her employee number 
incorrectly, which locked her out of the 
cash drawer. 

Laurain said when the man saw this, he 
ran out of the store without further incident 
in an unknown direction. 

VBT Police are reviewing video footage 
from the incident as the investigation 
continues.

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VBT Senior warns others about telephone : scam 1 she almost fell for

Marcella Henderson waited more than 
three hours at the Van Buren Township 
Public Safety Committee meeting on Jan. 
18 to tell the story of how she almost got 
taken in a scam — and to warn other seniors 
about the danger. 

Henderson said she has learned that 
VBT Police Officer Adam Byrd will be at 
September Days Senior Center at 10 a.m., 
Tuesday, Feb. 7, for a Public Safety Round 
Table. She said she will be there, too, to tell 
her story and warn the other seniors. 

Byrd, formerly the community policing 
officer, is now primarily assigned to road 
patrol. But he will be at the meeting to 
tell seniors about crime trends in the 
township. 

Henderson waited until the end of the 
Public Safety meeting to tell her story. 
She knew the meeting would be recorded 
and shown on the VBT cable channel. She 
wanted her message to get out to as many 
people as possible. 

She began by saying she wanted to tell 
about a scam and, “I about got caught up 
in it.” 

She said she recently received a 9 a.m. 
telephone call that began with, “Hi, 
grandma.” She thought it was her grandson 
and said his name. 

The “grandson” said he was in Peru after 
his buddy won a contest that provided two 
free tickets to Peru and the buddy invited 
him to go along. 

Henderson said she mentioned how nice 
that was for his friend to take him along. 

The “grandson” continued his story: His 
buddy had a cousin in Peru and they were 
riding along in the cousin’s car when the 
cousin was stopped for speeding. 

The story went on: The police found the 
cousin had an expired license and then 
found pot in the glove box. 

Her “grandson” said he took a drug test, 
which came out negative. He was supposed 
to be in the American Embassy and had a 
court-appointed attorney, who wanted to 
talk to her. 

The “attorney” asked which case this 
was and she gave her grandson’s name. 
The “attorney” said he needs $2,600 and 
couldn’t take a credit card. He emphasized 
her grandson was a good kid who innocently 
got caught up in something. 

He told Henderson to send the money 
by Western Union and told her two sites 
close to her home where the service was 
available. 

“I went to my bank to get the money,” 
Henderson went on, as members of the 
committee listened politely. 

She said the “attorney” had told her not 
to say anything to anyone, since it might 
get back to Peru and her grandson could be 


jewelry, etc? 
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punished for saying bad things about the 
country. 

“The bank teller said, ‘Are you sure it’s 
not a scam?’” Henderson went on, saying 
the teller said her grandmother was caught 
in a scam like that and lost $7,000, only the 
story was that a family member was in a 
bad accident and the money needed to be 
wired to Canada. 

“She got right in my face,” 
said of her teller. 

Henderson said the teller had never done 
that before, so she decided to do some 
checking. Her grandson lived in Alaska 
with his mother. Henderson didn’t want to 
call her daughter because she has been ill 
and she didn’t want to upset her with news 
her son was in jail in Peru. 

But, Henderson reluctantly dialed the 
number and her grandson answered the 
phone. She asked about him being in Peru 
and the grandson knew nothing about it. 

She said she gave her grandson the phone 
number she was supposed to call to get 
a routing number for the Western Union 
cable and her grandson gave the man a 
good talking to. 

The man told him, “I know where your 
grandma lives and I'll get her.”

The grandson reportedly told the man he 
has a shotgun. 

“I want people to know this. I'd hate for 
other seniors to get involved in something 
like this,” Henderson said. 

“Thank God for my tellers,” she added. 

She said she and her son live together, 
but he wasn’t home. When he found out 
what happened he told her never to send 
any money without telling him. 

“I want to get the word out,” she stated. 

Public Safety Director Carl McClanahan 
said he got a similar call on his cell phone 
while he was out of town, but he noticed it 
was an Indiana exchange so he answered. 

The person calling said McClanahan 
had a problem with his student loan, and 
McClanahan told the committee he does 
have a student loan. 

He said the man said all he needed was 
McClanahan’s Social Security Number to 
clear it up. That’s when he got suspicious 
and started asking questions about where 
the loan was from. When the answers were 
wrong, McClanahan said he hung up the 
phone. 

“I was very nearly the victim of a scam,” 
he said. 

Henderson said it was her understanding 


that scam artists hit particular areas at one 
time and, “They’re hitting this area.” 

She said if she can keep just one other 
person from getting scammed, she’ll feel 
her efforts have been worthwhile. 

Public Safety Committee vice chairman 
Ramone Crowe said the stories in the 
scams keep changing, but people need 
to remember not to give information or 
money to people they don’t know. 

“And, once you send it by Western Union, 
it’s gone and the police can’t help you,” 
Henderson stated.

Parents should 
attend Feb. 7 meet 


There were two public meetings set to 
inform the community about results of a 
recent in-depth study on trends in student 
population and use of school buildings in 
the VB Public Schools. 

One meeting was set for Feb. 1 and the 
second, and last, is planned for 7 p.m., 
Tuesday, Feb.7,at Rawsonville Elementary 
School. 

The consultants will report that the student 
population is falling, and will continue to 
fall at least until 2016, so it is prudent to 
close some schools and consolidate the 
students into fewer buildings. 

The debt elimination plan, filed with the 
state last fall, promises the closing of at 
least one school for the school year that 
begins next fall. Maybe two will close. 

There also are proposals to put all the 
5 and 6" graders together into one middle 
school and all the 7" and 8" graders together 
in the other middle school. 

With the proposals that will be before 
the school board, at least half of the student 
population will be going to a different 
school this fall. 

School Board President Martha Toth 
urged parents to attend these meetings so 
there will be no surprises when the school 
board acts to close or consolidate their 
children’s schools. 

Final decisions on which schools will 
close will be made within a few weeks. 
Go to Tuesday’s meeting if you want to 
know what’s happening, so it won’t be a 
big shock when it finally happens. 


I-94 was closed between Ann Arbor Saline 
Road and Telegraph shortly after 11 a.m.

On Friday night and Saturday morning, 
WXYZ-TV showed a news report about a 
41-year-old “homeless” woman in Belleville 
named Linda who begs for a living because 
she lost her job last summer and needs to 
support her six-year-old daughter. She carries 
a crude, hand-lettered, cardboard sign asking 
motorists to help the homeless. 

Linda said she gets food stamps and some 
kind of unspecified government aid that will 
run out soon. 

The television reporter told how Linda 
waves goodbye to her daughter after the 
school bus picks her up at the motel where 
they live (looks like the Super 8 on the South 
I-94 Service Drive) and then Linda walks 
three miles to her “job” of begging at the 
Rawsonville I-94 ramp. 

She must be one of the panhandlers that we 
get complaints about constantly. The beggars 
hang out at the I-94 ramps at Rawsonville and 
Haggerty roads. Some are quite aggressive 
and bang on car windows. We’ve been 
approached while delivering Independents 
at the Rawsonville Road McDonald’s and at 
Tim Horton’s. 

Linda told the reporter she had a bad 
experience in a homeless shelter and so 
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doesn’t want to go back there. A Michigan 
State Police Trooper from the Brighton Post 
knows her and says she shows no signs of 
substance abuse. He got together with atowing 
company in Ypsilanti to accept donations for 
her. It’s all on the WX YZ website. 

I was driving south on Sumpter Road on 
Saturday morning when, just south of Hull, 
I saw men in camouflage outfits walking 
around in a cornfield full of Canada geese. 
It was very strange. Why didn’t the geese fly 
away? 

My son, Jim, pointed out the geese in the 
cornfield were decoys and the guys were 
hunters. There were a lot of decoys. 

There had been some calls on the police 
scanner recently complaining about hunters 
shooting in places people didn’t want them 
shooting. One dead goose got blood on 
someone’s trailer and that merited a call to 
police. 

As far as police calls, I understand the Van 
Buren Township police radio was down all 
day Monday and Tuesday. They were using 
the fire channel for calls. 

As we arrived at deadline Tuesday 
afternoon, it was unclear if the VBT Public 
Safety Committee would be meeting the next 
day, Wednesday, Feb. 1, its regular meeting 
day. 

The VBT website said it was cancelled, but 
there were all kinds of memos going back and 
forth across the internet saying it was going
